A lthough the establishm ent of the 
Missouri S tate Library long an ted ­ 
ated the day of legislative reference 
libraries, now so-called, this was in 
fact the type of institution authoriz­ 
ed by the act of January. 1829,

was then, as now, 
a reference one, 
and although it was 
prim arily 
for 
the use of the executive, judicial and 
legislative officers of the 
State, 
it 
was provided th at “all peisons shall 
have free access to the L ibrary from 
sunrise to sunset, Sunday excepted”. 
No one was perm itted to 
w ithdraw 
hooks except the governor and other 
executive officers of the 
State, m em ­ 
bers of the 
General 
Assembly, 
the 
attorney-general, 
the judge ol‘ 
the 
United S tates Circuit Court, and the 
judges of the 
Suprem e 
and Circuit 
Courts of Missouri. 
A 
w ritten 
re ­ 
ceipt was required of the borrower. 
One item of interest to the reading 
public and the library economist 
of 
today— accustomed as they 
are 
to 
the liberal system of free public 
li­ 
braries now 
known 
everyw here— is 
the extrem e penalty exacted for the 
loss of a book. 
The law 
stipulated 
th a t “ if any person shall 
refuse 
oi 
neglect to return any book or hooks 
afte r three m onths have elaps­ 
ed, (he) shall forfeit 
and pay three 
tim es the value thereof, to he recov­ 
ered in any court having competent 
jurisdiction thereof, by action of debt 
in th enam e of the State for the use 
of the lib rary ”. 
By the term s of the act 
the 
Li­ 
b rary was placed under the care and 
direction of the Secretary 
of 
State. 
He 
was 
required 
to “cause to 
be 
bound and 
lettered 
in 
cheap 
and 
strong binding” three copies each of 
the acts of each session of Congress; 
the Missouri session 
acts, 
the laws 
of all other S tate s in the Union; the 
journals of the national 
House and 
Senate; and of all S tate 
papers 
of 
Congress. 
It 
appears, 
from 
the 
language of the act, th at a num ber of 
the congressional and 
State session 
and legislative journals were already 
in possession of the legislature 
and 
formed the nucleus of the present li­ 
brary. 
The S ecretary of S tate 
was 
authorized by Section 2 to buy 
such 
books as w ere required 
to complete 
the sets then on file, in case he 
was 
unable to obtain them 
by 
donation. 
The L ibrary was to be “arranged and 
placed in some convenient 
room 
of 
the S tate House or the house used! as 
such” and an alphabetical list of all 
books was required to 
be 
prepared 
and kept on file. 
The S tate L ibrary rem ained under 
the 
direction 
of 
the Secretary 
of 
S tate until 1855, when 
a law- 
wa 
passed m aking the clerk of the Su 
prem e Court ex-ofticio 
S tate libra 
rian. 
But this date the 
institution 
had acquired, in addition to its legal 
books, a considerable num ber of mis 
celianeous volumes, notably 
the pri 
vate library of Jam es L. Minor, one 
tim e secretary of State. 
Am ong the 
valuable items in this collection w ere 
a num ber of Greek 
and 
Latin texts 
in rare 
eighteenth 
and 
nineteenth 
century editions, which still form one 
of the most interesting 
portions 
of 
the Library. 
In 1879 
the 
S tate 
L ibrary 
had 
grown to such proportions th a t 
the 
services of both a librarian 
and 
as 
sistan t librarian were 
required.

law' w as passed providing for the a p ­ 
pointm ent by the Suprem e 
Court of 
a librarian, who w as em powered 
to 
nam e his assistant. 
Since the pass­ 
age of this act the L ibrary has been 
under the control and direction of the 
Suprem e Court, and is therefore of­ 
ten 
referred 
to 
as 
the Suprem e 
Court Library. 
The 
present 
collection 
num bers 
about 
73,000 
volumes, 
which 
are 
housed in the Suprem e Court 
build­ 
ing. 
Besides its 67,300 volumes 
of 
laws, governm ent documents and Mis 
souri and other 
S tate 
publications, 
it includes some 57000 
volumes

general literature.

The price paid was 
$240,000. 
The estate em braces 1122 
a< res of land. 
Henry I>atane Lewis, a 
W ashing 
ton realtor, handled the negotiations. 
Mr. Lewis, a native of Essex County, 
is a graduate of W ashington and Lee 
University and an authority on 
the 
history of the 
northern 
section 
ol 
Virginia which produced three of the 
first five Presidents 
of the 
United 
States, all born within 
a few miles 
of S tratford Hall. 


Built two hundred years ago 
this 
Spring, S tratfo rd Hall is equalled by 
few American hom esteads in histori­ 
cal interest. The building was s ta rt­ 
ed in 1729 w’ith Queen Caroline, wife 
of George II, giving £300 toward the 
cost, following a fire which destroy­ 
ed original Manor House, on the site 
of which is now located the Lee fa m ­ 
ily burial plot.

uscript by Lanier, unpublished

turned out to be a speech he 
made 
before citizens of Macon, Ga.. in 1870 
upon the death of G eneral 
Lee,

Although the establishment of the 
Missouri State Library long anted­ 
ated the day of legislative reference 
libraries, now so-called, this was in 
fact the type of institution authoris­ 
ed by the act of January. 1829, 
ami 
still maintained today. 
Books were 
not to he 
circulated. 
The 
library 
was then, as now«, 
a reference one, 
and although it was 
primarily 
for 
the use of the executive, judicial and 
legislative officers of the 
State, 
it 
was provided that “all peisons shall 
have free access to the Library from 
sunrise to sunset, Sunday excepted". 
No one was permitted to 
withdraw 
hooks except the governor and other 
executive officers of the 
State, mem­ 
bers of the 
General 
Assembly, 
the 
attorney-general, 
the judge of 
the 
United States Circuit Court, and the 
judges of the 
Supreme 
and Circuit 
Courts of Missouri. 
A 
written 
re­ 
ceipt was required of the borrower. 
One item of inteiest to the reading 
public and the library economist 
of 
today—accustomed as they 
are 
to 
the liberal system of free public 
li­ 
braries now 
known 
everyw here-is 
the extreme penalty exacted for the 
loss of a book. 
The law 
stipulated 
that "if any person shall 
refuse 
oi 
neglect to return any hook or hooks 
.after three months have elaps­ 
ed, (he) shall forfeit 
and pay three 
times the value thereof, to he recov­ 
ered in any court having competent 
jurisdiction thereof, by action of debt 
in th ename of the State for the use 
of the library”. 
By the terms of the act 
the 
Li­ 
brary was placed under the care and 
direction of the Secretary 
of 
State. 
He 
was 
required 
to "cause to 
he 
hound and 
lettered 
in 
cheap 
and 
strong binding” three copies each of 
the acts of each session of Congress; 
the Missouri session 
acts, 
the laws 
of all other States in the Union; the 
journals of the national 
House and 
Senate; and of all State 
papers 
of 
Congress. 
It 
appears, 
from 
the 
language of the act, that a number of 
the congressional and 
State session 
and legislative journals were already 
in possession of the legislature 
and 
formed the nucleus of the present li­ 
brary. 
The Secretary of State 
was 
authorized by Section 2 to buy 
such 
books as were required 
to complete 
the sets then on file, in case he 
was 
unable to obtain them 
by 
donation. 
The Library was to be "arranged and 
placed in some convenient 
room 
of 
the State House or the house used as 
such” and an alphabetical list of all 
books was required to 
be 
prepared 
and kept on tile. 
The State Library remained under 
the 
direction 
of 
the Secretary 
of 
State until 1855, when 
a law 
was 
passed making the clerk of the Su­ 
preme Court ex-officio 
State libra­ 
rian. 
But this date the 
institution 
had acquirer!, in addition to its legal 
hooks, a considerable number of mis­ 
cellaneous volumes, notably 
the pri 
vate library of James L. Minor, one­ 
time secretary of State. 
Among the 
valuable items in this collection were 
a number of Greek 
and 
Latin texts 
in rare 
eighteenth 
and 
nineteenth 
century editions, which still form one 
of the most interesting 
portions 
of 
the Library. 
In 1879 
the 
State 
Library 
had 
grown to such proportions that 
the 
services of both a librarian 
and 
as­ 
sistant librarian were 
required. 
A 
law was passed providing for the ap­ 
pointment by the Supreme 
Court of 
a librarian, who was empowered 
to 
name his assistant. 
Since the pass­ 
age of this act the Library has been 
under the control and direction of the 
Supreme Court, and is therefore of­ 
ten 
referred 
to 
as 
the Supreme 
Court Library. 
The 
present 
collection 
numbers 
about 
73,000 
volumes, 
which 
are 
housed in the Supreme Court 
build­ 
ing. 
Besides its 67,300 volumes 
of 
laws, government documents and Mis­ 
souri and other 
State 
publications, 
it includes some 57000 
volumes 
of 
general literature.

Stuart, his wife. 
The price paid was 
$240,000. 
The estate embraces 1122 
acres of land. 
Henry I^atanc I^ewis, a 
Washing 
ton realtor, handled the negotiations 
Mr. I<ewis, a native of Essex County 


i s a graduate of Washington and I a *» 
University and an authority on 
the 
history of the 
northern 
section 
ol 
Virginia which produced three of the 
first five Presidents 
of the 
United 
States, all horn within 
a few mile 
of Stratford Hall. 
Built two hundred years ago 
this 
Spring, Stratford Hall is equalled by 
few American homesteads in histori­ 
cal interest. The building was start 
ed in 1729 with Queen Caroline, wife 
of George II, giving £300 toward th« 
cost, following a fire which destroy 
ed original Manor House, on the site 
of which is now located the Ia*p fam ­ 
ily burial plot.
